Life With Father 
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Behold, tomorrow is the Sunday known as Mother's Day, and • • 
essay is in order. 
To begin with. I wish to craek a canard or slightly venomous fable 
that has established itself in certain communities namely, that Mother's 
Dav is an invention of the florists* associations to assist them in net­ 
ting rid of their surplus plants, corsages and cut flowers. 
This 1« 
not so. 
Back To Ancient Greece 
A bit of delving into a ponderous toinc or two and old Prof. Gallic® 
is prepared to reveal to you that Mother's Day is a festival that goes 
back all the way to Ancient Greece, where formal mother-vorship 
with ceremonies to C’yhele or Rhea, known to pious Greeks as “The 
Great Mother of the* Gods,” was performed on the Ides of March 
throughout all Asia Minor. 
It was a long time ago that Mom began 
toget her due. 
Came Christianity, and the Mother of the Gods became “Mother 
Church." and was worshipped in celebrations taking place on Mid- 
Lent Sunday. 
Children returning home from this worship would find 
little booths outside the Church containing fresh flowers, sweetmeats 
or a bit of linen or lace, and with the thalers, crowns, or silver six­ 
pences thrust in their hoi little h an d s by Pop, would buys gifts to bring 
home to Mother on that day. 
Established By Congress 
On May 8th. 1914 the Congress of the United States established 
officially the .second Sunday in May for "public expression of our love 
and reverence for the m others" 
And that's how it all began. 
The carnation, signifying sweetness, 
purity and endurance, was adopted as the floral emblem. 
It Is the last named quality of the three that is to 
serve as our 
text today. 
The fellow who included the word endnranee knew some­ 
thing. 
Things She Has To Endure 
The first thing she has to endure Is Father 
This is itself entitles her to receive buckets of carnations with a 


couple of sprays of orchids thrown in and if Pop has any emerald clips 
or diamond wrist watches stowed away, this is a good day on which to 
bestow the decoration upon her for courage above and beyond the line 
of duty, gallantry and meritorious service in the Battle of the Sexes. 
She endures also, day in and day out. Junior and Sister in their 
less admirable moments, their ills, their squawks, their tempers and 
tantrums, their trials, the backaches and headaches connected witii 
keeping them clean and neat, their clothes mended and faces washed, 
getting them off to school in the morning, feeding them, worrying 
over them, bailing them out of Jams, covering up for them, teaching 
them, disciplining them and watching over them. 
All this comes under the head of Mother Love and .,he doe*- It 
willingly, but there are still moments when the little dears may be 
said to be a double-barrelled pain in the neck, which she endures 
without a whimper. 
Other Endnranres 
She endures it when they go marching off to war: she endure«, it 
when they come home minus an arm or leg. or do not come home at ail. 
She endures all the sticky, sloppy, gooey, sentimental songs penned 
about Mother and caterwauled into microphones by whisper-voiced 
crooners. 
She endures .a lifetime of virtual slavery, chained to her children, 
her kitchen, her wash-tub, her budget, her eternal household worries, 
her sewing basket, her endless struggle to make both ends meet with 
a little left over in the middle. 
The official time called for to launch a voungster into the world 
to the point where he or ««he can be permitted to solo is twenty-one 
years. 
During that period in which she devotes herself to her children, 
she passes from the gaiety of youth to the sober side of middle age. 
And she endures the knowledge that her children will not need her 
or want her about when they havp families or children of their own. 
Another Kind Of Endurance 
She endures the shameful secret bargaining and trading and hag­ 
gling of the politicians and the diplomats who sell out the lives and the 
futures of her children and who use the flesh and blood to which she 
gave life as pawns in their endless, dirty game. 
And in thia it were 
better if she endured less and protested more.

It is well enough to say tbat the people should be per­ 
mitted to have their say in mutters of public importance.. 
With this we agree, but there should be some law to per- j 
mit the placing of questions ol* public interest upon the 
ballot. 
Under the law as it exists, questions that can he placed 
upon the ballot are specifically stated. Tn this category' 
would be a bond issue where the borrow ing power of the 
city, county or schools had been exhausted. 
There was uothing in the Daylight Having referen­ 
dum that compelled city council to do a thing. It could1 
have passed by a 100 to 1 majority or it could have been 
defeated by the sumc majority and the legal result would* 
have been the same. 
Hpceial ballots cost money, the time of election boards 
is taken In counting them and the time and money are 
often warranted where something definite results from) 
the balloting. 
But where there is no legal w arrant for such ballot­ 
ing, where there is no legal compulsion to follow its re-1 
suit, the net result is a waste of time and money. 
It is to be hoped that the county commissioners will 
refuse to placo any question upon the ballot for a special 
referendum in the future, unless it is specifically stated 
in the law. 
If we want the referendum as a part of the state law, 
let’s change the law to permit it. But in the meantime 
let’s not have special elections where the answers‘means 
nothing.

FIRM SOIL FOR QUICK GERMI­ 
NATION OF SEEDS 
Slit the end of the envelope and 
carefully drop vegetable seeds 
directly from It to save time, spac­ 
ing them as required, and then 
cover to proper depth with fine, 
moist soil for fast germination. 
Another pointer is that light 
tamping with the hark of the hoe 
will suffice early in the spring, 
but that added firming is required 
as the ground dries. 
The soil should lie fine and firm 
enough to permit moisture to move 
upward to the seeds. 
Planting 
depths depend upon the kind ot 
seed, the soil, and the season. 
Generally the smaller the seed the 
less covering it needs, and in early 
spring less covering is needed than 
later in the season. Seeds In sandy 
soils need more ground over them 
than those in heavy soils. 
Before beginning to plant, drive 
short stakes along both sides of 
the garden, marking the end* of 
each row according to a previous­ 
ly constructed plan. A line stretch­ 
ing tightly 8 to 8 inches above the 
surface of the ground between two 
stakes serves as a guide for straight 
rows. The furrow may then he 
opened and the seeds sown directly 
under the line without moving it. 
Very shallow furrow’s 
may 
be 
opened with the end of the hoe 
handle, while deeper furrows can 
he made by pulling a com er of the 
hoe along with the string. 


SAVE TIME, ENERGY IN WASH­ 
ING DISHES 
Dishwashing ean be a time and 
energy saving task as well as a less 
disagreeable one if this general 
procedure is followed. 
First, put the cooking dishes to 
soak as soon as the food is re­ 
moved from them. Whenever pos­ 
sible. use cooking dishes which 
also may be used as serving dishes. 
Carry plates and dishes of food to 
the table on a tray or a service 
cart. Leave the tray or cart near 
the table to be used when clearing 
the table after the meal. 
After clearing the dishes, crumb 
or brush the table. Put leftover 
food In refrigerator dishes to be 
stored when cool. Stack the china, 
silver, and glassware at the side 
of the sink in the order it will be 
washed Stack it on the right for 
a right-handed person and on the 
left for the person who uses the 
left hand. 
Next, clear the sink and rinse 
«11 china and silver under the 
fauret. Then prepare hot, soapy 
water. Wash the dishes and place 
them in the drainer for rinsing. 
Many homemakers have found less 
streaking on dishes If an immers­ 
ing rinse is used. For an immersing 
rinse use a drainer which can be 
dipped in and out of a pan of hot, 
clear water If the Immersing rinse 
i* not used, stack the dishes in 
drainers and scald them. Dry the 
silver and glasses but let the other 
dishes drain dry. After washing 
the plates and silver, wash the 
cooking dishes and pans. Then 
rinse them. Clean the stove, dish­ 
washing equipment, and sink after 
each dish washing.

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Spain To Turn Over 
Nazi Looted Gold 


WASHINGTON, May 8 —(INS» 
—Diplomatic 
quarters 
disclosed 
Friday that after two years of nego­ 
tiation. Spain has agreed to turn 
over identifiable Nazi looted gold 


to the tripartite gold commission 
for proper distribution. 
Formal announcement of the 
agreement is expected later today. 
The United States, Great Britain 
and France, whose representatives 
comprise the Allied gold commis­ 
sion, have approved the text of an 
agreement worked out in Madrid 
with Generalissimo Franco’s gov­ 
ernment 
During the war, Germany had a 
number of transactions with the 


Spanish government which were 
paid for in gold. 
Since cessation of hostilities, the 
Allies contended that some of this 
gold actually came from stores 
looted by the Nazis in occupied 
countries. 
There is no estimate of the 
amount involved in the final agree­ 
ment, hut it is understood to be 
relatively minor.
